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TRIED AND TESTED 


The very marked success of bench shows held at Rose Tree, the 
mid-western show in the Chicago area and the Litchfield show in- 
spired two years ago by the Haight family are an encouraging indi- 
cation of a healthy interest in hounds and hound work. Bench shows 
of themselves prove very little of the value of a hound, but they do 
focus attention of foxhunters on hound breeding programs and enable 
Masters to enjoy each other’s company and see the fruits of their 
labors on the bench if not in the field. 

This next week in Columbus, Mississippi a different type of hound 
gathering will take place. Instead of one day, this affair takes 4, 
from October 22nd to October 25th. “Columbus is an old fashioned 
town surrounded by large plantations,” writes Mason Houghland, 
Tennessee’s well known foxhunter, “And inhabited by hospitable 
people. It is the birthplace of the National Fox Hunt and has long 
been an outstanding center for field trials.” 

Such news gives one pause. The field trial is an old and estab- 
lished institution among sporting men. Foxhunters in this country 
have not only state trials, but National trials and the famous United 
States Open which is one of the greatest of all trials for hounds in 
the field. Significantly enough it has no Bench Show. The National 
Foxhunters Association wants hounds tested in the field. They go to 
great lengths to make these tests or trials as near as possible to the 
real thing. Hounds are hunted in packs of 5 and as one large pack. 
Such trials bring foxhunters from all over the country and although 
the National trials themselves do not make any money, they are self 
supporting and they are probably the most significant contribution to 
the improvement of the breed of the American Foxhound that has 
ever been devised. 

Neither the Masters of Foxhounds Association in England or the 
Masters of Foxhounds Association of America have sponsored or 
encouraged trials in the field. This lack of support for the one sure 
way to test hound characteristics short of daily hunting, is particular- 
ly unusual in this country where there is such an emphasis laid upon 
trials not only by foxhunters in many states, but by bird men and 
beagle enthusiasts. "Many Masters of Hounds are keen shots and 
attend Field Trials for bird dogs realizing fully the value these trials 
possess in developing proven hunting strains. The National Beagle 
Association conducts a full scale trial at Aldie, Virginia which is one 
of the main events in the annual beagle program attended enthusias- 
tically by many devotees of sport with Jelly Dogs. 

What then has held up the holding of pack trials among Masters? 
First of all Masters are widely spread, their hunting seasons are in 
full swing in the Fall, they hunt many varying types of hounds, 
English, American, Penn-Marydel, Harriers, Cross-bred. The em- 
phasis has always been since the inauguration of the standard for 
foxhounds by the British M. F. H. Association, later copied in principle 
by our own association, on testing hounds on the bench. Masters do 
not seem over enthusiastic to prove their qualifications in the field 
and yet the one time in which such a contest in the field was held, it 
made history and men still discuss. it after nearly 50 years. The 
celebrated match between the English Hounds of A. Henry Higgin- 
son and the late Harry Worcester Smith’s American pack provided 
an historic occasion that still remains, one of the classics of our fox- 
hunting history. - 

A Field Trial properly conducted under procedures tested 
through many years at the National trials would do many things. It 
would prove the relative advantages of the various types and breeds 
being hunted under the aegis of the Masters of Foxhounds Associ- 
ation; it would stimulate great interest in hound work. It would 
permit foxhunters to gather in the Spring of the year at the close of 
the season, compare their hunting experiences and watch each other’s 
hounds. This is a time when all Masters are wondering where fox- 
hunting is headed. Are we to go forward with increasing interest or 
is the noble science to drop by the way a victim of high taxes, fast 
driving and an over complication of daily living. 

Field trials have been proven to be one of the most stimulating 
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means of encouraging and maintaining interest in foxhunting among 
those who follow hounds on foot, by car and who just listen. This is 
by far the largest numerical group of foxhunters in this country. The 


state trials draw literally hundreds of hounds and thousands of spec- . 
They keep the interest in foxhunting and hound breed 


tators.

keen year after year. If sponsored by recognized packs, a similar 
trial might well prove the big annual focal point to which foxhunting 
men and women would gather to enjoy the whole pageant of hunting 


for several days. 


Such an annual trial of the recognized packs 


might well bring many new, young recruits into foxhunting as well 
as immeasurably strengthen foxhound breeding.

Serviceable Soundness 


Dear Sir: 


The proposed revisions of the 
rules of the American Horse Shows 
Association for 1952 carry the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

Serviceable soundness shall be re- 
quisite for every animal receiving an 
award at a Recognized Show. Ser- 
viceable soundness. is defined as: 
Sound of eyes and wind and jogs 
sound. 

As you know the proposed rules 
have been somewhat widely publici- 
zed by the Association in order to 
get the best wisdom possible with 
regard to them. We have _ been 
somewhat surprised to have some 
reaction to the above rule. There 
seems to be a feeling that it is im- 
practical in jumping classes and it is 
evident that some exhibitors do not 
want it in other divisions. 

Certainly at first blush it would 
appear that a blind, windy or lame 
horse should not be preferred over 
a sound animal in the show ring. I 
am wondering what the readers of 
your excelent paper think about the 
wisdom of adopting the proposed 
rule as above quoted.

Slueves and War 


Dear Sir: 





In reference to your fine editorial 
of August 10, 1951, ‘‘Will it take a 
Military Disaster’’, which has recent- 
ly come into my hands, the follow- 
ing remarks should be of interest to 
many horseman, whenever the ques- 
tion of horses and war is taken in 
conversation; which of lately, is a 
popular topic of conversation among 
horseman and_ military personel, 
with whom [ have spoken. 

Germany, in the blitz through Po- 
land did not underestimate cavalry. 
Two hundred thousand horses parti- 
cipated in the campaign. The Ger- 
man magazine, ‘Sankt Georg’ in 
1939, stated that, ‘without exagera- 
tion, the rapid’ advance of the Ger- 
man Army would have been impossi- 
be without the horse....’ 

Greater expectations for mounted 
warfare were not disappointing on 
the Russian battle front; a fact the 
German Army will not forget and a 
warning to any other power that 
may fight on Russian soil. Russian 
cavalry operated weeks ahead of 
their main force, deep in enemy ter- 
ritory, harassing, destroying supply 
depots, fuel, ammunition replace- 
ments, (the heart of an army) con- 
firming reconnaissance, destroying 
communications. Russian mounted 
patrols have taken along artillery, 
blowing up bridges. 

With these silent hit and run tac- 
tics, they practised perfectly the 
theory of encircle, divide and de- 
stroy. 

The German Army counted on 
a rapid campaign through Russia 
with mechanized forces. The win- 
ter stopped their speed; curtailed 
the flow of oil and gas. Frozen guns, 
mired trucks and tanks, truly sitting

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ducks to an army that could move, 
Russian Cavalry was swift, effective, 

According to the United States 
Cavalry field manual (1941) ‘Cavai- 
ry horse elements are the surest 
means of securing information un- 
der all conditions of weather, ter- 
rain and hostile activity. 

Horse cavalry patrols on recon- 
naissance cover less distance and 
make slower progress along roads 
than do mechanized patrols, but for 
cross-country missions and _recon- 
naissance of woods and rugged ter- 
rain, or when operating under ad- 
verse conditions, they are the surest 
and fastest means of ground recon- 
naissance! 

True, armored vehicles could at 
times penetrate through woods, how- 
ever, reconnaissance is almost in- 
variably behind enemy lines, and 
the noise of the vehicles could not 
be considered ideal to the security 
of the patrol. Complete mechanized 
forces are not infallible, neither is 
horse cavalry. Working as a team, 
they become more effective. Where 
one can not penetrate, the other 
can; or where one can do the job 
more efficently, the job is their’s. 
En avant! 

Reconnaissance, is the ‘sine qua 
non’ for successful encounter. It 
is a means to engage a command 
with assurance....you know where 
the enemy is and how his forces are 
deployed; through reconnaisance.. 
Can the fact now be denied that 
mechanized forces have limations, 
have not been able to reconoiter be- 
cause of adverse terrain conditions; 
terrain that may have housed enemy, 
terrain that could have been ex- 
plored by horse elements. Elemen- 
tary military training instructs us 
upon two primary missions of recon- 
naissance. One, where as the pri- 
mary mission is to fight and destroy; 
secondly, the primary mission being 
to reconoiter, gather information of 
strength, locale of the enemy, con- 
ditions of the area, verify map read- 
ings, etc. This is the prelude to bat- 
tle. It is essential. It is a job for 
the horse. 


Many have the impression that the 
A-Bomb will scare any potential 
aggressor; no doubt it will; until 
he produces a better weapon. Pres- 
sure produces counter-pressure.... 
for every defensive weapon, there 
is, or eventually will be a defensive 
one. This has been repeated before; 
it is nothing new. 

But what about the A-Bomb or 
atomic artillery? It has not been* 
used in Korea and possibly may not 
in other similar, limited campaigns. 
Secondly, it extermely devestating 
power will in many areas curtail 
enormously much of the mobility 
of mechanized forces. Conditions of 
roads and terrain in general will 
be a nightmare! 

All in all, war is different than 
what can be seen on maneuvers. 
Theory and reality. A beautiful and 
impressive showing can be made ‘of 
the speed and dash of mechanized 
forces on stateside. Actual combat 
makes a difference that well makes 
the horse important to an army in 
the field.

Futurity Stakes Place Crown On Tom Fool; 
Two Members of “The Fleet” Win

Belmont Park continued to have 
baseball trouble through its second 
week, and on Thursday, the first 
day of the World Series, the attend- 
ance dropped to a low of 13,766. 
Even those who were present went 
about their business half-heartedly 


as though they did not really care, 


whether they lost their money or 
not, and I’m sure that many of them 
missed bets because some particular- 
ly critical situation came up a few 


minutes before post time. But there 
seemed signs of returning sanity 
toward the end of the week, and 


the Saturday crowd was 36,700, 
the largest of the meeting. Betting 
just got past $3,000,000—the mar- 
gin was $4,343—-and that’s the first 
time this has happened for a while. 

The futurity, I should guess, es- 


tablished Tom Fool as the best 2- 
year-old of the year, an honor I had 
previously thought was _ between 
Cousin and Hill Gail. Cousin never 
really got in the race; he is a wil- 
ful, difficult colt to train, and he 
has not raced to his full ability since 
the Hopeful Stakes. Hill Gail was 
racing fairly well at the end, but I 
don’t think. he is as good as his 
Chicago form suggested. He is, how- 
ever, in very capable hands, so I 
do not intend to toss him out. 
The winner, as you may know, 
is by Menow—Gaga, and is thus a 
half-brother to Aunt Jinny, which 
was last year’s best 2-year-old filly. 
Both were bred by. Duval A. Head- 
ley, who is still racing Aunt Jinny, 
but sold Tom Fool to Greentree 
Stable as a yearling. He won his 


first three starts at Saratoga, the 
Sanford and Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes included, and he seemed the 
best there.’ But Cousin beat him 
for the Hopeful, and in a preparatory 
race for the Futurity he was second 
to Hill Gail. He was thus not very 
well supported, and paid $13.50. He 
was the second Futurity winner for 
his owners, his trainer, and his jock4 
ey, the other, in each case, being 
Guillotine.

The other is that Maine 
Chance Farm’s Jet’s Date may be 
a little better than the result indi- 
cated. Ovie Scurlock said after- 
ward he would have won but for 
ducking from the middle of the 
track to the left rail. I took this 
with some. reservations, but Jet’s 
Date did duck, and he was fin- 
ishing so fast at the end that I 
thought he was second, which shows 
you how deceptive an angle can be, 
for he was beaten a length for the 
place.

stakes competition. His dam ig 
the fine race mare, War Date. 


The Lawrence Realization, on the 
Wednesday, established that Alert- 
ed, for all his gameness and consis- 
tency, can’t stay, and that C. VY. 
Whitney’s Counterpoint can. Alert- 
ed ran just the sort of race he'd 
been running, for nearly a mile and 
three furlongs. After that, though 
he kept struggling, he dropped back 
steadily and was third, beaten nine 
lengths. 

Counterpoint. ran as well as he 
had done in the Belmont Stakes, 
which was very well indeed, and he 
seems to be the best stayer in his 
division. He bruised a foot in the 
Dwyer, and it was at first thought 
he would be out for the season. It 
healed quicker than had been ex- 
pected, and he’d had one start, in 
the Jerome, before the Realization. 
He finished fourth in it, but he was 
giving weight to everything except 
Hall of Fame (third), and presum- 
ably after such a long absence he 
wasn’t quite tight. 

Counterpoint is by Count Fleet, 
out’ of the Selima winner, Jabot. 
From four other foals she has three 
winners, but none of them were of 
any real class, Her production re- 
cord is very light, for she was a 
foal of 1931 and produced her first \ 
foal in 1938 The next dam was 
the Beldame winner, Frilette, which 
had two other stakes winners in 
Hindu Kush and Cravat. 








Count Fleet had a second stakes 
winner during the week in County 
Delight,. v hich won the Manhatten 
like breaking sticks. Eric Guerin 


at the top of the stretch County De- 
light sailed off easily and won as 
he pleased. He had top weight of 
124 pounds, and he won by seven 
lengths from One Hitter (118). We 
know One Hitter isn’t troubled by a 
mile and a half, for he won the same 
race last year against *Noor and he 
had just come from winning the 
Edgemere from Alerted, so there is 
nothing the matter with his form. 

All of this made County Delight 
look very good. He was bred by 
John D. Hertz, at Stoner Creek 
Farm, and James E. Ryan brought 
him for Paul Mellon for $32,000 at 
the 1948 yearling sales. He was 
some time proving himself a bargain, 
and he was well up on the American 
Racing Manual’s list of high-priced 
yearlings which had failed to win 
themselves out at two. At the end 
of two seasons he was still eligible 
to such a list, for he had won two 
races and $13,850. But this year 
he had won the Dixie, the Gallant 
Fox, and the Merchants’ and Citi- 
zens’ Handicaps before the Manhat- 
tan, and his earnings now stand at 
$172,335. In addition to the stakes 
he was won, he has been second or 
third in ten others. 


An almost certain repeater is Mrs. 
Ogden Phipps’ Oedipus, which was 
chosen as leading steeplechaser of 
1950. In the Brook last week he 
took up 161 pounds, which is the 
most any Brook winner has carried 
since Bushranger, and ran in front 
all the way to win with great ease. 
Only two horses gave him a chal- 
lenge. *Kipper was on him at the 
sixth fence, but he landed badly 
and broke a leg. Navy Gun. took 
two throws at the leader but Oedi- 
pug was making it too tough. Four 
fences out Navy Gun bobbled and 
lost ground. Then he came on 
again and -two fences later he fell. 
Both of these were lightweights, as 
steeplechase weights go, which gives 
you an idea of how hard it was to 
run with Oedipus.

*Friese Wins International Gold Cup 





*Gift of Gold Chalks Up Third Timber Race of 
Season; Arctic Fox Scores Again On Flat

Things really start humming 
around the Rolling Rock Hunt race 
course before race time and on Octo- 
ber 3 a high school band, parade of 
Rolling Rock Farm’s Thoroughbreds 
and an exhibition of the Rolling 
Rock Hunt Club’s hounds all went 
together to blend with an afternoon’s 
racing. 

Once again the timber field was 
small. Only 4 horses went post- 
ward for the A. M. Byers, III Cup 
and every indication pointed toward 
John Grew’s former point-to-point 
horse, Mihale, being the winner. 
This horse had made two starts over 
timber this year at sanctioned meet- 
ings and had finished 2nd in both 
events. The other starters were 
Vernon H. Miller’s Jack Lee which 
had not started since 1949; Mrs. 
Simon T. Patterson’s Phils Pet which 
finished 2nd at Radnor over timber 
this fall and a first time starter over 
timber, Dan Brewster’s Seminar. 


Jockey C. V. B. Cushman sent 
Mihale off winging and by the 2nd 
jump had really opened up a gap. 
Here Phils Pet, which was running 
2nd, took out a rail but came on, 
followed by Jack Lee and Seminar, 
the latter jumping as though he had 
run afoul of someone with a pole 
before an open jumper class at a 
horse show. By the 5th jump the 
small field was really strung out 
and over the 9th Mihale really twist- 
ed but quickly recovered. The first 
time over this jump was when Phils 
Pet had taken out a rail but before 
the horses made a turn of the course, 
the rail had been replaced—no gap. 

At the 10th Mihale was over safe- 
ly but Phils Pet hit, sending him to 
the ground and giving his rider, 
Mr, C. Jackson a hard fall. On the 
far side of the course, with Mihale 
almost a jump ahead of the 2 re- 
maining horses, Jockey O. A. Brown 
checked Seminar to keep him from 
jumping off the quarters of Jack 
Lee and Seminar lugged over on the 
latter horse, hitting the jump hard 
and losing his rider. 

It was now a matter of the 2 re- 
maining horses just standing up and 
all went well until the 10th and last 
when Jockey Cushman was all set 
for Mihale to take off and he put 
in an extra stride. They got to- 
gether in the stretch, however, to 
win by some 50 lengths. Mr. E. Wey- 
mouth and a tired Jack Lee came 
into the 10th and Jack Lee put in 
a rough one, causing Mr. Weymouth 
to reach for the sky hook with his 
right arm, but they came on to fin- 
ish. Jockey Brown was observed 
running on foot toward the brick 
barn and there someone had. caught 
Seminar, so he was remounted to 
finish within the time limit. 

A good field of 11 horses was on

miles over hurdles. Jockey E. Phelps 
left the pack first on Happy Hil] 
Farm’s *Sonatine, followed by 
Jockey M. Ferral on Courtney Bur- 
ton’s *Rayquick. At the 1st hurdle, 
the field was cut to 10 as Mrs. Sj- 
mon T. Patterson’s Pollack Light 
lost Mr. C. Jackson. 

Mrs. Lewis H. Kelly’s Scotch Wave 
and Jockey A. P. Smithwick soon 
took over the pace setting duties 
and led *Sonatine by 1-2 a length 
over the 2nd and were still heading 
the field over the 4th as F. Ambrose 
Clark’s Smoldering moved into 2nd 
position. *Sonatine came back to 
the top to lead over the 5th and 6th, 
followed closely by Scotch Wave and 
Arthur E. Pew, Jr.’s *Rallywood. 

With only 3 more hurdles remain- 
ing, Jockey J. Murphy began to 
make his move on H. J. Stringer, 
Jr..s Admiral Tan and this good 
looking brown gelding by War Ad- 
miral had things his own way over 
the final hurdle and across the fin- 
ish line. Scotch Wave placed ahead 
of *Rayquick with *Sonatine 4th. 

Six horses were saddled in the 
paddock for the Malcolm McGiffin 
Cup, about 2 miles over hurdles, in- 
cluding last year’s winner, Mrs. Cor- 
delia S. May’s Golden Risk. How- 
ever, the recent winner at Belmont 
Park had pickeg up 15 additional 
lbs. Jockey A. P. Smithwick and 
Golden Risk followed the pattern 
of the bay gelding going straight to 
the front but over the 3rd hurdle, 
Mr. E. Weymouth, riding George T. 
Weymouth’s first time starter over 
hurdles, *Henrico, headed Golden 
Risk with the Canadian horse, Char- 
ioteer 3rd. Over the 5th, Golden Risk 
James F. McHugh’s Snob Tourist 
which had set a record over hurdles 
at Aqueduct, and *Henrico, jumped 
almost as a team: but the 6th found 
Golden Risk opening up a little day- 
light. Jockey E. Phelps was keep- 
ing Snob Tourist right after Golden 
Risk but over the 8th, *Henrico 
moved into 2nd place, only to lose 
his position as Snob Tourist came on 
again. 

At the 10th and last hurdle, Gold- 
en Risk led by 1-2 a length while 
some 4 lengths separated Snob Tour- 
ist and R. K. Mellon’s Trout Brook. 
Golden Risk was running on the in- 
side and Jockey Phelps made a 
strong finish on the outside to win 
with Snob Tourist by a nose, Golden 
Risk placing ahead of Trout Brook 
and Charioteer 4th. 

The Rolling Rock Hunt Cup was 
about 2 miles over brush and Starter 
H. Plumb sent away 9 horses with- 
out delay. W. C. Robinson, Jr.’s 
Crown Royal, which finished 2nd in 
this race last year, was sent out to 
take command by Jockey A. P. 
Smithwick soon after the start. The 
chestnut gelding led easily until the 
5th when Jockey O. A. Brown began 
to move James T. Pogue’s Canadian 
horse, Martin Wing up on the lead- 
er, followed by F. Ambrose Clark’s 
Sundance Kid. Going downhill in- 
to the 8th, Sundance Kid bolted the 
course, knocking his rider off 
against the wing between the brush 
jump and the timber jump and tak- 
ing Martin Wing off the course with 
him. Both ’chasers went over the 
timber jump. 

Crown Royal was once again in 
command and holding a slight lead 
over Jockey C. V. B. Cushman on 
Paul Vipond’s winner on the flat 
at Whitemarsh, *Friese, another 
German-bred Main Earth Stable’s 
*Allflor running in 3rd position. At 
the 11th, the water jump, *Friese 
was handling the pace setting duties 
with Crown Royal 2nd and Jockey 
J. Murphy on *Allflor 3rd. Jockey 
Murphy now began to make his move 
and over the 12th he was 2nd and 
upon landing, really went after the 
leading *Friese. He snatched the 
lead from the latter as they went 
over the 138th and last and in 3rd 
position over that jump was Happy 
Hill Farm’s Politician which had 
been rated off the pace by Jockey 
E. Carter. Tincanning into the 
stretch, Jockey Murphy opened up

The Story of A Thoroughbred— 
The Saga of *Shot Gun

(Conclusion) 

When the last reverberating echoes 
of the poundings of the gavel drift- 
ed into silence at the Timonium Fall 
Sales, *Shot Gun, noted hunt meet- 
ing horse, was off on another phase 
of a rainbow hued career. 

*Shot Gun (*Teddy—Why Marry, 
by Bachelor’s Double), passed from 
his breeder through the yearling 
sales ring into the hands of the now 
powerful Calumet Farm, but the red 
bay just wasn’t classic or even win- 
ning material. However he did man- 
age to win a maiden race for $1, 
500 claimers. Then when seemingly 
at the bottom of the pit, he was 
purchased and raced very credita- 
bly at the hunt meets for Mrs. Will- 
ing Bromley. After approximately 
six and a half years in her “em- 
ploy’, he was deemed not quite 
“first string’’ and was sent to Tim- 
onium and sold for $25. (With just 
a little “‘doctoring’’, I wonder how 
many hundreds of Thoroughbreds 
this sketch fits.) 

His purchaser was H. D. Shipley, 
a dealer, who jogged the big geld- 
ing across the York highway to his 
farm. It was here that the well- 
known horse show judge W. D. Ake- 
hurst saw him, and sized him up as 
fine hunt field material, and bought 
him. 

Then began the sessions to change 
the geldings ‘‘way of going’ into 
that of a safe and sane conveyance 
to hounds. As the horse possessed 
a great deal of sense and a kind dis- 
position in the baragin, he came to 
hand rapidly. After a few works on 
the lounge, *Shot Gun found that it 


was quite impossible to brush thr- 
ough timber fences without disastr- 
Ous results. But with time and pati- 


ence he developed into a good jump- 
er and a fine hack and was ridden 
by Mr. Akehurst to hounds. 

*Shot Gun had a habit, which he 
clings to till this day, of trying out 
his- riders. If he feels a confident 
rider up, it seems to present a chal- 
lenge to him to see if he can un- 
seat that rider. He tried this on 
Mr. Akehurst on three occasions, but 
after being unsuccessful, gave it up 
for a bad job. As the hunting sea- 
son progressed it became apparent 
that he was not up to Mr. Akehurst’s 
weight and so was sold into the 
hands of Dr. J. G. N. Cushing, then 
a physician in Towson, Md. 

Dr. Cushing used the horse as a 
hunter and hack, keeping the horse 
at Timonium in the stables of Miss 
Crane. The Doctor seldom went out 
riding without looking for some fen- 
ces as the big fellow was such a 
pleasure to jump. 

As his practice increased Dr. Cush- 
ing found himself with less and less 
time, until he was forced to dispose 
of *Shot Gun. However, during the 
doctor’s absence, *Shot Gun’s work 
did not diminish as he was used to 
teach some youngsters the rudiments 
of riding. When the proposed sale 
was announced, one of the fathers 
of these young folks came forward 
and bought the horse for his daugh-

ter. So that it was on *Shot Gun 
that Miss Nola Rognley (Chit Chat, 
Joliy Scot, My Venture fame), learn- 
ed her early lessions. 

Miss Rognley says, “He was my 
pride and joy. I used him for a 
hack and to learn to jump. He was 
such a powerful jumper that I real- 
ly got bounced up in the air when 
I wasn’t sitting tight. I loved to go 
on long cross country rides on him. 
He was never mean or disagreeable 
but was always boss around the 
place and made the other horses 
step around.” 

*Shot Gun had not discontinued 
his little hobby of collecting ‘‘un- 
seated’’ horsemen and one day dur- 
ing the winter, when no horse can 
be blamed for having mayhem in 
mind, he added Nola to the collec- 
tion on two occasions. 

Some years later, Mrs. Kelley sold 
the conformation hunter Jolly Scot 
to the Rognleys and purchased *Shot 
Gun, taking a fancy to him as a 
good mount to teach some of her 
pupils on. After getting him home, 
she turned him out, having some 
younger horses to work with and 
not enough time for all. Well, along 
comes a horse show, and just as an 
afterthought, the big red horse was 
pulled out of the meadow. Well 
the young horses flopped, but old 
*Shot Gun, looking a wee bit on the 
broodmare side, came through with 
both barrels blazing. 

In his show ring career, he has 
won in the conformation, working, 
equitation and open jumper divis- 
ions. At the recent Cumberland 
(Md.) horse show he won both the 
conformation and working hunter 
championships. Although not out- 
standing in conformation (but you'll 
never see a more beautiful head on 
any horse), he won the majority of 
his ribbons on soundness. 

As they jogged horse after horse 
out at the show, each did his own 
particular brand of nodding, but 
the 19-year-old’ *Shot Gun trotted 
out boldly and straight. He loves 
to go to shows, loading and unload- 
ing himself with care, without hu- 
man guidance. 

Mrs. Kelley hunted him with How- 
ard County, finding him the per- 
fect ladies’ hunter. She has also 
ridden him in point-to-points, win- 


ning the pair race in 1948 at the . 


Redland Point-to-Point paired with 
Miss Judy Johnson on T. T. Mott’s 
Melody Spar. 

In this last race, Gracias and Mrs. 
Steadman Teller went down at the 
last jump, a coop, in the path of 
*Shot Gun. With no great appar- 
ent effort he cleared coop, horse and 
rider, giving his rider the feeling 
that he was never coming down. 

After a point-to-point *Shot Gun 
was not quite a ladies’ hunter. He 
didn’t like waiting around after 
hounds moved off. If hounds went, 
*Shot Gun went, despite all his rid- 
er’s efforts contrary-wise. A great 
many times this happened, to the 
embarassment of the rider and in- 
curring the wrath of the Master.

One such occasion was during a 
run, when hounds circled and were 
coming back a field further over, 
just as the Field was starting to 
make the loop. Separating the Field 
from the hounds was the meadow of 
a man in the fish hatchery business. 
Dotted across its expense were vari- 
ous sized pools with little paths se- 
parating each. *Shot Gun saw no 
sense in detouring this ‘‘obstacle’’ 
between him and his ‘‘beloved’”’ 
hounds. So taking the situation in 
hand, he bolted down one of these 
paths, jumping the pools that got 
in his way, landing on the narrow 
path and taking off again, much in 
the manner of an Irish bank jump- 
er, or tearing madly along those 
running in the direction he was go- 
ing. At the end of the field was a 
stake and rider fence with two 
strands of barbed wire along the 
top, with a narrow lane and ‘“be- 
loved’”’ hounds on the other side. 
Without the slighest hesitation he 
cleared the fence with ease, landed 
in the road, pulled up sharply drop- 
ping his shoulder, and his rider end- 
ed up lying against a tree trunk in 
the snow. 

While being hunted he was kick- 
ed by a stablemate in the stifle 


joint. The vet, on stopping the 
blood, advised putting the horse 
down. This met with a firm no 


from Mrs. Kelley, who has to her 
credit such horses as Grey Simon, 
Jolly Scot, Mr. Murphy and many 
others. She took an eye dropper, 
and after swabbing out the wound, 
shot gentian violet up into it. In 
three weeks he was going as sound 
as ever, and no scar is visible. 

Whenever there’s watermelon on 
hand, *Shot Gun wants and gets 
his piece. But for this he has to 
work whenever horse loving guests 
pile in with their families. *Shot 
Gun can and has entertained five 
little ones on his back, and is quite 
trustworthy. Of course, if older 
ones mount, and especially those 
that think they are horsemen, they 
are just likely to be added to the 
collection of “horsemen I have un- 
seated’’. But he never takes advant- 
age of greenies, and stops when they 
become unbalanced. Often times 
he will look around, draw a deep 
breath and plod on sedately. But 
don’t let these illustrations of forti- 
tude upset you, he can still outbuck 
a bronc, according to his owner. 

He and the big black police dog 
have their own private feud, but 
*Shot Gun usually comes out best. 
One such episode occ@rred one day 
when the dog persisted in barking 
and agitating the old horse’s soli- 
tude. So *Shot Gun casually turn- 
ed his head to his water bucket, 
took a big swill of water in his 
mouth and then plopped it on top 
of the noisy-nosy canine. 

Mrs. Kelly claims that he is 
either champ or chump. ‘‘When he’s 
good, he’s all good, but when he’s 
bad (so seldom) he’s all bad and 
you may as well take him back to 
the barn. He has more heart than 
any horse I’ve known. Ninety per- 
cent of the time he has given me all 
I’ve asked for and what’s why I’ve

Sartorius School 
Exaggerates Type 
Of Racing Stock 


The cover picture painted by Sar. 
torious was exhibited at the Knoegq. 
ler Art Gulleries in 1948 in the 
Highlights of the Turf Exhibition 
for the benefit of the New York Ip. 
firmary Building Fund. It was paint- 
ed by J. N. Sartorius for Christoph- 
er Wilson who is called the father of 
the English Turf and the colt in the 
center of the painting is Champion 
the first horse to win both the Derby 
and the St. Leger in 1800. 

Sartorius completed his picture 
in 1797 of the three broodmares, 2 
colts and a filly, the filly is by Buz- 
zard, who was painted twice by Sar. 
torius for Christopher Wilson ip 
1793. The paintings of the stallion 
show a hunter like type but differ 
considerably in structural character- 
istics. One of the colts is also by 
Buzzard out of Maria and the other 
by Pot-8-os out of Hunka Munka. 

The artist made his landscapes 
stand out with light, fluffy, some- 
what unrealistic trees. His animals 
all show the influence of the old 18th 
century school that was even then 
verging on the ridiculous with its 
exaggerated rocking horse style. It 
is interesting that many of the hunt- 
ing pictures painted by J. N. Sartor- 
ius show an uncommonly heavy 
horse that was probably used at the 
time in many countries due to the 
heavy, undrained nature of the Eng- 
lish hunting countries. It was not 
until a quarter of a century later 
that the Thoroughbred began to re- 
place the slower weight carrying 
horses as hound men such as Osbal- 
deston bred faster hounds and the 
farming countries became better 
drained with heavier sod and better 
ditches. 

In the painting of the mares and 
foals, however, Sartorius has clearly 
endeavored to bring out the speedy 
racing type, the light boned legs the 
spindly legged foals. In this effort 
he has lost some of the reality for 
one eould scarcely hope to do too 
much racing on the legs of these 
matrons. The foals are in better pro- 
portion but the painting goes to 
show how even as late as the 19th 
century, British Sporting Art at the 
hands of such well known crafts- 
man as the Sartoriuses had still a 
long way before reaching the per- 
fection of the modern Munnings 
school of imaginative realism. 








promised never to ask him for more 
than I know he can give without 
overdoing it. His many smart moves 
in a pinch in the hunting field and 
in ffoint-to-point racing made me 
decide never to sell him.” 

Now *Shot Gun, which performed 
on the flat, over hurdles and brush, 
in the hunting field, over timber 
in point-to-points, and in the show 
ring, has a permanent home where 
he’ll have time to look back over 4 
full life and can enjoy an outing or 
two following hounds, or visiting 
neighboring shows.

Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Oedipus——One of the 
Outstanding ’Chasers of the Decade

Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Oedipus again 
stamped himself as one of the out- 
standing jumpers in the last decade 
py scoring his second victory in The 
Brook Steeplechase Handicap at 
Belmont. Duplicating his brilliant 
performance of a week ago in the 
Broad Hollow, Oedipus carried his 
assigned weight of 161 pounds ‘in 
the Brook reaching the end of the 
about 2 1-2 miles three lengths on 
top in 4:45, fastest time for the 
race since Mad Policy’s 4:42 3-5 in 
1940. 

Runner-up was’ Justin Funk- 
houser’s *Palaja, also a 5-year-old 
like the winner, but in recelpt of 23 
lbs. It was seven lengths further 
back for third which went to Lone 
Fisherman, while a neck away, old 
Elkridge showed a flash or his form- 
er ability by closing well, to gain 
fourth place. 

Oedipus, who was favored in the 
betting at 2 to 1, went to the top 
immediately at the break and under 
the handling of Albert Foot was per- 
mitted to set a fairly good pace. For 
a turn of the field, the record field 
of twelve starters spread out in In- 
dian file fashion, with *Kipper clos- 
est and then Proceed, while *Palaja 
was permitted to trail his field be- 
ing a good twenty lengtns out of it. 
After a turn of the course, gotng to 
the club house turn, the field began 
to close up on Oedipus, with Navy 
Gun ranging up to join *Kipper, his 
stablemate, as they took the jump 
on the turn. Here disaster struck 
down one of the contenders as *Kip- 
per bobbled, seemed to recover and 
then almost went to his knees with 
what later was to prove a broken 
leg. 

Down the far side the last time, 
Oedipus still retained a lead of more 
than a length, running and jumping 
in faultless fashion, with Navy Gun 
closest and then it was six or seven 
lengths back to Lone Fisherman. 
Tourist List and Elkridge were next 
but appeared out of contention at 
that point, while *Palaja was still 
in the middle of the pack but stead- 
ily gaining ground. Around the far 
turn and going to the jump of the 
last turn, Foot appeared to let down 
a notch on Oedipus, and it was here 
that Navy Gun was eliminated by a 
hard fall, which left Oedipus with a 
commanding lead. 

Going to the last jump, *Palaja 
moved up to displace Lone Fisher- 
man for second place, and made a 
game bid from there to the wire, 
which while not good enough, might 
have been, had the horse been kept 
closer earlier in the race. Lone Fish- 
erman with 148 lbs., second start- 
ing weight made a challenge of sorts 
but it fell far short of being danger- 
ous, for while Foot rode his horse 
out, it appeared that he might have 
had something left for a drive. 

Behind Elkridge, Tourist List fin- 
ished fifth ‘and Hampton Roads 
sixth, the latter ridden by young 
Ray Woolfe, but displaying little 
of the form which brought him into 
the winners circle in the two and 
a half mile Saratoga Steeplechase 
Handicap. Errolford was a_ poor 
seventh after bobbling at several of 
his fences, while Banner Waves, 
American Way and Proceed, which 
completed the field in that order, 
were never serious conter@ers. 

G. H. Bostwick, who trains Oedi- 
pus, has done a splendid job with his 
sister’s horse. In all his races this 
year, he has never carried less than 
154 lbs., and has conceded weight 
to all contenders. Particularly his 
performances in the Broad Hollow 
and the Brook have pbeen brilliant 
and put him in the class of a half a 
dozen top ’chasers in the last twenty 
years. 

A year ago this column stated’ that 
he appeared to be one of the best in 
a long time, but since then his jump- 
ing ability has come up to match his 
speed and has acquired the quality 
necessary for the weight burden he 
has heen asked to carry. In addition, 
of course, has been Albert Foot’s 
wonderful job of handling him 
against practically all the best jump- 
ers in training at the present time. 

The second Monday of Belmont 
brought a set of colors into the win- 


—_ 


ners’ circle that has been missing 
quite a while. It was the familiar 
fuchsia and purple of Llangollen. 
The color bearer was Sugar Coated, 
a 4-year-old filly making her debut 
over hurdles, and a rather auspici- 
ous one, winning by five lengths in 
easy fashion, with Daylight Time, 
Battle Wave and *Golden Boy 2nd, 
behind her in that order. 

The follownig day’s ’chase has a 
bit of irony to it. The winner won, 
and yet he didn’t. The morning be- 
fore, Oleg T. Dubassoff entered 
Phiblant belonging to John M. 
Schiff, under 152 lbs. Because of a 
too hasty perusal of the conditions, 
Trainer Dubasséff was slightly irate 
when the overnight sheet informed 
him that the horse must carry 160 
lbs. The following morning, Dubas- 
soff was on hand when Steward 
Francis P. Dunne came into his of- 
fice. Before the trainer hardly had 
a chance to open his mouth, Dunne 
held up his hand and said, ‘‘No, you 
can’t get out!” Skipping over what 
was said, or what. might have been 
said by the trainer, there is no ques- 
tion that Dubassoff was hardly a 
cheerful person at that moment. 

In due course of time, of course, 
Phiblant paraded to the post, 160 
lbs., and all, mostly however, Jockey 
Paddy Smithwick. Right after the 
break, Tellanrun with a mere 135 
lbs., set out to make a fast pace. 
Meanwhile, Smithwick held Phib- 
lant off and didn’t make his move 
until the last turn, and then to sur- 
prise his trainer, Phiblant went on 
to take the top and rounded into the 
stretch with several lengths of day- 
light between he and Kolus and Tell- 
anrun. Unfortunately however, Phib- 
lant lugged in going to the last 
fence and caused Tommy Field on 
Tellanrun to take up and go around 
on the outside of his field. At the 
wire, the judges placed Phiblant the 
winner by a neck with Tellanrun 
next 2 1-2 lengths in front of Eolus. 

At the scales, Jockey Field lodged 
a protest against the winner, and 
after viewing the pictures, the Ste- 
wards agreed. When this hapnened, 
one witness said that trainer Dubas- 
soff was last seen heading toward 
the stable area mumbling to him- 
self. However, the next day, even 
Dubassoff got a laugh out of it. 

Morris H. Dxion’s Maryador took 
the measure of a cheap field of 
hurdle platers on Wednesday, best- 
ing Sea Defence, a more or less con- 
sistent $3,500 plater on the flat, 
while Flag Ho and Colonel V. stag- 
ed a nip and tuck duel for the minor 
award, but finishing in the order 
named. 

On Friday, trainer Dubassoff drop- 
ned Lazy F. Ranch’s Extra Points 
in a claiming steeplechase for the 
first time, and came home a handy 
winner. 2 1-2 lengths on top with 
Trepid next, while Band T.eader fin- 
ished a close up third, a length fur- 
ther hack. Black Fox Run, one of a 
triple entry sent out by Jack Skin- 
ner appeared hest on pre-race form, 
but ran a very disappointing race, 
finishing up the track in sixth posi- 
tion.

Rass Prince Monolulu 





In England, Touting Is Perfectly Legal 
And Even Honorable Profession

Anent Joe Palmer’s . Chronicle 
story of September 21, in which he 
comments with some _ surprise on 
the arrival at Aqueduct of Rass 
Prince Monolulu, I wish I had been 
on hand to welcome an old friend. 
Monolulu (who is the doyen dean 
of British tipsters) and I, have been 
racecourse acquaintances for well 
over twenty years now, and during 
that time I have never seen him 
without his gorgeous raiment, nor 
have I ever heard anyone say an ill 
word of him. I should have dearly 
liked to see his reaction to Aque- 
duct and American racing. If there 
is anything on a racetrack that could 
possibly stop those maniacal New 
York horse players from their usual 
antics of pushing, shoving and gen- 
erally trampling each other to death, 
I’d wager Monolulu to be the boy 
to achieve it. 

He is, as Joe very truly says, “a 
professional tout’, although no one 
in England thinks of him as that. 
Around and about Britain’s race 
tracks, Monolulu is more of an in- 
situation and tradition than a tip- 
ster. For over half a century now 
he has been a leading member of 
that great race course fraternity, 
who hover endlessly on the fringe 
of bankruptcy, and eke out a pre- 
carious livelihood ‘‘marking your 
card’, while furtively bending your 
ear. - 

In England, touting or rather, to 
give it its Anglicized name, tipping, 
is a perfectly legal and even honor- 
able profession. However, Rass 
Prince is no mere tipster. He is a 
showman of Barnum _ proportions, 
and something of an orator to boot. 
He is as well known to the race 
crowds of Britain for his racing lore 
and caustic homespun wit, as Joe, 
himself is known and admired by us 
for his turf writing. As a miatter 
of fact, although Joe Palmer. would 
have little troubie in out-writing 
Monolulu, nevertheless, he might 
have considerable difficulty in out- 
talking him, because the six-foot-two 
Ethiopian speaks no less than seven 
languages (English, French, Span- 
ish, Hebrew,’ Italian, German and 
Abyssinian) all of them with vary- 
ing degrees of fluency. He is just 
as forthright and outspoken in his 
oratory as J. P. is via the written 
word, and one point that they have 
in common is that they are both 
great debunkers of ‘‘persons of im- 
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portance and dignity’. 

During his time, Monolulu has 
caused many a noble lord moments 
of most acute anguish, when he ven- 
tured too close to the tipsters pitch. 
I remember seeing him at Ascot on 
one occasion score a complete ver- 
bal victory over a young man whose 
traditional gray topper, morning 
coat, cravat, pin-striped trousers and 
“Royal Enclosure’ badge on _ his 
lapel, plainly indicated that he was 
of the clubhouse elite. He was 
obviously slumming to show his girl 
“the other side of racing’? when he 


_unwisely ventured too close to the 


crowd around Monolulu. “The 
Prince” at once stopped his spiel, 
walked over to him and very polite- 
ly said, 

‘“‘Why, now, here’s a young gentle- 
man who must obviously know all 
about racing. Excuse me, Sir, for 
asking, but ~vhere did you get the 
money to buy all those fine cloth- 
es?”’ 

“Well, I don’t quite know, Mono- 
lulu’? said the youth self-conscious- 
ly, “if you mean, where does my 
money come from, the answer is 
that I inherited it from my father’’. 

“Did you, Sir? Well, now, isn’t 
that nice’? answered the dusky tip- 
ster, ‘and pray, Sir, where did he 
get HIS money from?” 

“Why, he got it from his father, 
my grandfather, you know’’, replied 
the aristocratic young cockrel good- 
humouredly. 

“Did he, now, and, where did HE 
get his money from?’ asked the 
Rass Prince and at the same time 
cupped his ear as if not to miss the 
reply. 

“Look here, Monolulu’”’ said the 
victim, now visibly nettled, ‘‘this 
conversation is. ridiculous. He got 
it from his father, and so on right 
back to my first ancestor’’. 

“Aha! Right back to your first 
ancestor, you say, sir, and where, if 
I may be so bold to ask, did HE get 
it from? 

“He got it’, said the boy, now 
thoroughly annoyed ‘“‘by damn well 
fighting for it’’. 

“Right you are, my young friend”’ 
roared Rass Prince Monolulu, strik- 
ing a fighting stance, ‘“‘now, how 
about you taking off that fancy coat 
and coming into the middle of this 
ring and I’ll fight YOU for it?” 

The crowd roared with laughter, 
while the victim had the good sense 
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RASS PRINCE MONOLULU, England’s number one tipster. 
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“I’ve got an ’ORSE.” 


to join in the fun. 

One of the fascinations of Mono- 
lulu’s colorful personality is that he 
can insult you in public and make 
you like it. He has pulled many 
outrageous tricks against stewards, 
owners and nobility, but no one 
seems to bear him more than a mo- 
ment of passing malice. He is treat- 
ed ds the vox populi of the English 
turf and as such, carries the privi- 
leges of a Bernard Shaw of racing 


On another memorable afternoon, 
a very flagrant foul was committed 
against a horse that was Monolulu’s 
“Special for the day’. However, 
no protest was lodged and no act- 
ion taken by the stewards and the 
race was declared official. The next 
afternoon, just before racing start- 
ed, Monolulu, followed by a large 
and admiring audience, marched up 
to the stewards’ stand and presented 
each of them with a pair of sun- 
glasses apiece and a blistering lec- 
ture on how to use them. The of- 
ficials took it all in good part, and 
after handshakes all ’round, Mono- 
lulu told them what would win the 
feature race, and departed, still fol- 
lowed by the faithful. 


“There you are” he shouted. “‘This 
is England, where anyone may speak 
his mind and Jack’s as good as his 
master, as long as he doesn’t try 
to do anything about it. Good luck 
to you, my lords all. Come on, 
come on, come one, come all ’I’ve 
got an ‘orse’.” 

I shall also never forget his at- 
tending Eager Wallace’s_ funeral. 
Still arrayed in his flamboyant garb 
of many colors, he walked directly 
behind the hearse (no one knew 
how he had got there) carrying a 
huge wreath, shaped in the design 
of a horse shoe and emblazoned 
with his favorite slogan ‘On the 
turf and under it, all men are equal’. 
That day he had lost a great friend. 
Edgar Wallace, 
mystery story writer, had also been 
the special racing correspondent for 
the London Evening Star, and as 
such had known Monolulu for many 
years. In fact, when the famous 
author’s ‘‘The Ringer’ was being 
produced for the London stage, he 
even wrote a part into it for Mono- 
lulu, who was having one of his 
periodic slumps of insolvency. All 
he had to do was to walk across the 
stage intoning his famous cry of 
“T’ve got an ‘ORSE’’, but he was so 
well known to the audience that 
everytime he did so he stopped the 
show, and by way of an encore, 
would insist on giving everyone a tip 
on the following day’s races. Act- 
ing is nothing new to him. He has 
appeared in very nearly every rac- 
ing movie made in England, and is 
also the only tipster who has ever 


broadcast from the august and sa-. 


crosanct British Broadcasting Com- 
pany. 

Where he came from in the first 
place, no one seems to know. There 
is no doubt, however, that he is an 
Ethiopian, a British subject by mar- 
riage and.a man of considerable edu- 
cation. How he drifted into English 
racing is a story that only he knows. 
Although he had been around the 
English race tracks for many years, 
he became a celebrated turf charact- 
er overnight when PAPYRUS won 
the Epsom Derby in 19238. He tip- 
ped the horse for months before the 
race, having received the information 
from no less a person, than the own- 


beside being the 


er himself, Ben Irish. As that gen- 
tleman went out onto the race course 
to lead PAPYRUS and Steve Dono- 
ghue back to the winner’s enclos- 
ure, Monolulu, somehow or other, 
materialized from nowhere, and, 
eluding the mounted police escort, 
grabbed the horse’s tail, as his own 
part of the glory. The picture of 
Mr. Irish at the horse’s head, the 
trainer, Basil Jarvis, walking along- 
side, and Monolulu holding fast to 
to the tail appeared in all the papers 
the following day, and from that 
moment on, Rass Prince Monolulu 
became an English turf celebrity. 


He was, and for all I know, still 
is, an extremely good tout. His 
main soure of information used to 
be delightfully simple. He would 
merely go around to the Owners’ 
Car Park before racing, and talk to 
all the chauffeurs. They would tell 
him scraps of information that they 
had overheard, and by astutely piec- 
ing two and two together, Monolulu 
would come up with a horse that 
was at least trying. He also had a 
pipe-line into’ many big owner’s 
homes, via the butlers and footmen. 
However, it is not so much the in- 
side information that you get for 
your 40 cents, as the amusing patter 
that goes with it. Monolulu will 
not just sell you a tip. You have to 
stand in the crowd and listen while 
he “pitches his spiel’. Before he 
gets around to horses, he is likely 
to deal briefly with such diverse 
subjects as divorce, atomic energy, 
capital punishment, the laws of va- 
grancy, or for that matter, any topic 
that you might care to hear him on. 
On Sunday afternoons he is often 
to be found in Hyde Park where 
he rails against everything and 
everybody, always ending his meet- 
ing by calling for three hearty 
cheers for ‘‘Good Old England— 
Roast Beef—two vegetables and 
Yorkshire Pudding’! | 


Immediately after war was de- 
clared in September 1939, and rac- 
ing was more or less stopped for the 
duration, Monolulu appeared on the 
streets of London (still arrayed in 
all his racecourse finery) selling gas 
mask cases. The government had 
issued each citizen with a respirator 
which you were expected to tote 
around everywhere you went, how- 
ever, the case that went with it was 
decidedly cheap and shoddy looking, 
so, Monolulu came up with a natty 
little ensemble that sold like hot 
cakes, particularly to the women. 
He was one of the first to be arrest- 
ted in London for “refusing to take 
shelter during an air raid when 
legally ordered to do so by an Air 
Raid Warden’’. His defense in front 
of the magistrate was to the effect 
that he was having to pay for the 
bloody war and didn’t see why he 
couldn’t watch it! He was fined 
$1.40 and left the court calling for 
“three cheers for King George’’. 


From Joe Palmer’s story, it seems 
that Monolulu is in the chips and 
came over by air to see the Robin- 
son-Turpin fight. He spent the 
afternoon at Aqueduct where he 
was a great sensation. I can well 
imagine it. Above all, I wish I 
could be behind him right now and 
listen to his own version of his trip 
to America. If Joe Palmer and the 
boys in the press box were astound- 
ed at Ross Prince Monolulu, you 
may be quite sure that the shock 
was reciprocal.

Lake of Two Mountains Hunt 








Although Young On Recognized List of 
Hunts, Should Make Important Pack

The Lake of Two Mountains hunts 
a country on the south bank of the 
Ottawa river near its confluence 


with the St. Lawrence. The kennels 
are at the village of Como, approxi- 
mately thirty miles west of Mont- 
real, Canada. The club also main- 
tains a boarding stable on the ken- 
nel grounds and approximately half 
of the horses which hunt regulary 
with the pack are kept there. Others 
are vanned to the meets from stables 
on the Island of Montreal and other 
nearby points. The area » poor farm 
land, consisting mostly of a sandy 
soil which dries quickly and affords 
excellent footing in all weather. 
There are large coverts, mostly of 
birch and a scrubby undergrowth. In 
these are innumerable sandy roads 
or trails and few fences. Wire, where 
it exists, has been panneled_ with 
cedar rails. The coverts hold both 
red and grey foxes in small numbers 
as there is a scarcity of natural 
food and chicken raising farmers 
make war on them all year round. 

Last week J had the good fortune 
to hunt with this pack during a brief 
visit to Canada. H. J. O’Connell was 
kind enough to mount me on a large 
bay mare standing something over 
17 hands and well up to his weight 
and mine. There were a dozen in the 
Field, which, I was told, was about 
average for a week day. As usual 
the ladies predominated. W. F. Mc- 
Bride, one of the Joint-Masters, was 
there but Adelard Raymond, the 
other half of the team, was unable 
to make that fixture. F. H. Dilling- 
ham acted as Field Master. 

Nine couple of hounds were 
brought to the meet by the honor- 
ary huntsman, James Delmege, who 
recently arrived in Montreal from 
England and has only been working 
this pack for two months. He was 
assisted by Mrs. A. O. Mackay, the 
honorary whipper-in. With the ex- 
ception of one lone American hound, 


the pack consisted of English and, 


very English looking Cross-bred 
hounds, amongst whom the Ameri- 
can looked strangely slim and light 
boned. Of the nine couple more than 
half were young entry and it cer- 
tainly spoke well for the honorary 
huntsman’s training that they seem- 
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ed to ‘already have learned their first 
lessons. 

_The arrival of Mr. Delmege was a 
most extraordinary windfall for the 
Lake of Two Mountains and I must 
digress from my story of that day 
with hounds to say more about him. 
Before coming to Canada in 1950, 
he was Master of the North Cots- 
wold for three years and before the 
war was M. B, of the Royal Agricul- 
tural College Beagles. Mr. Delmege 
is well known as a hound man on 
both sides of the Atantic and with 
J. Stanley Reeve, he judged English 
Foxhounds at the last Bryn Mawr 
Hound Show. He is now engaged in 
business in Montreal but manages to 
find time to work or exercise hounds 
every day. The pack he has taken 
over had been used previousty to run 
a drag and occasionally to hunt a 
fox. This, of course, is a very diffi- 
cult program to follow. 

In the Province of Quebec the dif- 
ficulties are increased by the fact 
that it is necessarily a very short 
season. Cub hunting starts about the 
middle of August and the opening 
meet is usually in September. All of 
the hunting must be crowded into 
the short time before the first snows, 
which come in November. This 
means that the training of young 
entry must be accomplished at the 


* same time as one is trying to show 


sport to the Field. I was interested 
to learn that a draft of five couple 
had just been secured trom William 
Almy, M. F. H. of the Quansett. They 
are to be delivered to the kennels 
this week. I was told that Mr. Del- 
mege secured these hounds for the 
Lake of Two Mountains although it 
was the first time, to my knowledge, 
that an ex-English Master, especial- 
ly one fresh out from his home land, 
has’ willingly chosen American 
hounds! My compliments to Mr. Del- 
mege. I don’t think he will be dis- 
appointed, especially with hounds 
from Mr. Almy. 

Hounds moved off from the meet 
at 10:00 ofclock and after a short 
hack were thrown into a large covert 
criscrossed by a number of rides 
and roads. The plan was to have 
them hunt up to a drag scent, which

Second Annual Fall Showing Brings Out 


Results of Summer’s Training

Under the perfect control of 
Huntsman Hugh D. Bywaters and 
Whipper-in Lester Wayland, War- 
renton Hounds demonstrated the re- 
sults of their summer’s training in 
the hunt’s 2nd annual hound show 
held September'15 at Warrenton, 
Va. 

The showing—an unusual idea 
among the hunts of this area—was 
attended by a large gathering of 
interested spectators, including 
members, guests and Warrenton ter- 
ritory landowners, who stayed on 
for a barbecue supper later. 

As explained by M. F. H. Russell 
Arundel, the show is designed to 
satisfy interest in hounds, their 
training’ progress and conditioning 
and to afford members of the hunt 
and landowners an opportunity to 
discuss a subject of common inter- 
est. Many landowners are as famil- 
iar with the pack as members and 
know individual hounds by name and 
special skills. 

Huntsman Bywaters first brought 
out the young entry—their sterns 
high and their eyes never leaving 
the man on the horse. They trot- 
ted down the field in front of the 
hunt’s stables, made a turn back to- 
ward the crowd and then retraced 
their steps from a complete halt, 
allowing the huntsman to pass thr- 
ough them. 

Back into the kennels in an order- 
ly manner, the young entry gave 
way to the hunt’s veteran hounds, 
thoroughly trained in their art and 
seldom faltering in their constant 





attention to the huntsman’s com- 
mands. Only an occasional ‘Ho 
Fiddler..You, Starter” was neces- 
sary from Whipper-In Wayland to 
insure perfect performance. 


Like the 1951 entries, seasoned 
hounds trotted down the field, in- 
creased their pace slightly when 
Huntsman Bywaters turned his hor- 
se and cantered back to the crowd. 
They came to a smooth halt in front 
of the spectators to await instruc- 
tions and then returned to the ken- 
nels. 


In contrast with last year’s show, 
when hounds were shown individuai- 
ly, with brief comment on breeding 
and conformation, as well as in a 
pack, only one hound was singled 
out for comment this year. Hunts- 
man Bywaters brought out Stormer, 
a fine black and tan young entry 
by Spot out of Singer. Stormer, 
walked by Mr. and Mrs. Henry Ath- 
erton, was judged best hound to join 
the pack this season. 

The show itself, well planned and 
organized, 
demonstration by Huntsman _ By- 
waters of the use of an English 
hunting horn. With instruction and 
explanation by M. F. H. Arundel, 
the huntsman sounded the notes for 
“gone away’, “gone to ground”, 
“the kill’ and “to kennels’. 

The pack has been cubbing since 
the first of September and will con- 
tinue until the first Saturday in 
November when the opening meet 
is regularly scheduled.

had been laid from the far side, but 
they struck a cold trail of a fox and 
the huntsman quite rightly let them 
work on it. Rain was coming down 
pretty hard py this time, scent was 
poor and the pack had great difficul- 
ty. Mr. Delmege used his voice and 
horn very actively. He has a master- 
ly control of his horn and a voice 
that would rival John Peel. If he 
used them to excess’ it was perhaps 
because of his large young entry. 
Conditions were very much against 
him, however, for it was a thick ex- 
tensive covert and the fox never did 
break out. But that was unimpor- 
tant. It was a delight to see a really 
experienced huntsman get every 
meaning out of every whiff of scent 
and work over his covert so care- 
fully. By noon every vestige of scent 
had failed, so it was decided to call 
it a day. The whole pack, including 
the American, came back to kennels 
at his horse’s heels with their-sterns 
up. 

I had a prief visit at the newly 
built kennels. They are well laid 
out and appeared to be kept in a 
workmanlike manner. The sand 
courts were enclosed with good high 
wire fencing. They had neen picked 
up early that morning and I under- 
stood that that is a regular practice. 
They are now feeding dry feed and 
some canned meat but 1 understood 
that horse meat is available and is 
used as often as possible. Hounds 
appeared to be in good condition but 
perhaps a little soft. There was 
every indication that the Lake of 
Two Mountains, although young on 
the list of recognized hunts, will 
take its place as an important pack 
on this continent. 
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A Field of 7 met at John Kirt- 
land’s stable on Thursday, Sept. 13, 
at 6.30 A. M. The going was quite 
heavy underfoot, due to a bad storm 
the night before, but scenting con- 
ditions should have been perfect 
and were, but not until the sun came 
out in full force around 8 o’clock 
However, our first hour and a half 
was quite discouraging, as we hack: 
ed west and south and drew the Dan 
Miller farm on Ballas Road where 
we always start a fox. As we were 
about to collect hounds and go home 
very disappointed, hounds found 
and ran a large grey for the next 
two hours. It was excellent sport, 
almost constant galloping and 
hounds worked exceedingly well. 
He made five large circles through 
the acreage before finally being put 
to earth. 


A Field of 16 met at Wilson 
Avenue at 6.30 A. M. on Sun., Sept. 
16, a perfect day as far as weather 
conditions went, but absolutely 
blank as to fox. 


A Field of 14 met at the kennels 
and a large red fox was started al- 
most immediately in the southern- 
most covert of the Harsh property 
and gave us the best sport we have 
had this season.

He gave us another 
fast 30 minutes, going south to the 
Missouri River, through the Walsh 
property and circling through here. 
When hounds lost temporarily, they 
were collected and we went in as 
the huntsman’s horse had pulled up 
short.—E. R. S.

16th Annual 100-Mile Trail Ride 





Roy R. Hall’s Half-bred Burning Sand 
Garners Three Awards In Vermont Ride

The 16th annual 100-mile Trail 
Ride of the Green Mountain Horse 
Association was, held at Woodstock, 
Augugt 30 to September 1. There 
were eighty-two horses entered, six- 
ty-five were prought to Woodstock 
and sixty actually started the first 
morning, fifty-four the second morn- 
ing and thirty-three the last day. All 
those that started the last morning 
finished on scheduled time. It was 
the smallest group to complete the 
Ride in a number of years and this 
was due largely to the unprecedent- 
ed hot weather that we had on Fri- 
day. The weather had been very cool 
all summer while Thursday and Fri- 
day were the two hottest days that 
we could ever remember | having 
during the Trail Rides. A great num- 
ber of horses were late on Friday, 
in fact, less than_a dozen finished 
in the prescribed time. Others saw 
they were not. going to be able to 
make it without a severe time penal- 
ty and just took it easy so as not to 
harm their horses. 

Another factor that slowed up 
the horses was the heavy going in 
some wooded sections. It rained so 
much this summer that shaded areas 
never had a chance to dry out. In 
spite of these adverse factors there 
was not a horse in the Ride that 
went home showing any ill effect, a 


real tribute to the horsemanship of, . 


the riders. 

Horses came from all of New Eng- 
land, as well as Virginia, Illinois, 
New York, New Jersey, Missouri and 
Canada. All breeds were well repre- 
sented with more of Thoroughbred 
breeding than Morgan, something 
that has never happened before in 
this land of the Morgan Horse. There 
were seventeen juniors that started 
this year, the largest number ever 
to be entered, a fact that augurs well 
for the future of the Ride. 

The course covered practically 
the same ‘route. as in former years, 
one that has proven to be a very 
good test for a horse even in normal 
weather. 

The Fletcher Harpers from The 
Plains, Va., were here again this 
year with two fine Thoroughbreds, 
Umberilda and Sir Aethelstan. Um- 
berilda, a beautiful grey raised by 
the Harpers, and ridden by Mrs. 
Harper, finished 2nd in the heavy- 
weight. division, a wonderful tri- 
bute to the stamina of this young 
mare and to the splendid courage 
and horsemanship of her rider. Mr. 
Harper finished 8rd in the light- 
weight division with Sir Aethelstan. 


No horse event could ever have two : 


more lovable sporting characters 
than: the Harpers. Riding the diffi- 
cult second day’s route in the terri- 
fic heat, they finished the course on 
time, while over forty younger rid- 
ers were either late or quit complete- 
ly. Their good sportsmanship, their 
splendid horsemansh{ip, their cour- 
age and their interest were an in- 
spiration to all. 

As usual the horses were divided 


into three divisions, the heavyweight 


which carries 180 pounds or more, 
the lightweight which carries a 
minimum of 155 pounds and the 
junior division for those under 


seventeen years of age. The juniors . 


do not carry weight but must adhere 
to all the other conditions under 
which the Ride is held. 

Forty miles are covered on each 
of the first two days in seven hours 
each, without penalty and twenty 
miles the morning of the third day 
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jn three hours. One point is deduct- 
ed for each three minutes that one 
is late and 40 points are scored on 
perfect time and 60 points on per- 
fect condition. Condition points are 
deducted for the various changes in 
the horse that occur between start- 
ing and finishing. The evidence of 
considerable fatigue, sore or tender 
backs, lameness or. shortness in 
stride, interference marks, cinch 
galls and other things that might 
effect the ability of the horse to do 
another 100 miles, are all noted by 
the Officials and considered when 
rating the horse for Condition. This 





is a Ride where blood counts in 


‘strong finishing but does not neces- 


sarily win and we know that any 
horse that finished on time and in, 
good condition must have some good 
blood somewhere in its ancestry. 

This is a great Ride in which to 
test your horse and those of you 
who think that any horse ought to 
be able to do it easily, should try it 
some year. You will find that forty 
measured miles up and down Ver- 
mont hills are really quite a ride 
and you will learn more about horse- 
manship and your horse from a ride 
of this type than from any other 
event that you have ever been in..

ROLLING ROCK SCENE ; 

Rolling Rock not only presented 
its usual picture of a well run hunt 
meeting, but it could boast of hav- 
ing had 5 hours’ rain a few days be- 
fore. Horsemen who have become 
used to brown fields were able to 
enjoy seeing slightly green pastures 
—amost a novelty. The going was 
fast and while numerous people ex- 
pressed surprise at some of the 
standing course records being low- 
ered, the footing easily explained 
this. 

Mr. Cary Jackson had a most un- 
usual spill from Mrs. Simon T. Pat- 
terson’s Phils Pet. The horse hit and 
he fell, going down on his knees. In- 
stead of being thrown in front of 
the horse and rolling, Mr. Jackson 
made a peculiar turn in the air, 
landing prone upon his back, his 
head toward the jump. The race 
committee, knowing that everyone 
was interested to find out how the 
young rider was, kept in touch with 
the hospital and reported that he 
had regained consciousness. While 
the necessary arrangements were be- 
ing made to get him into the ambu- 
lance, it was remembered that Jockey 
0. A. Brown had gone off over the 
13th, on the far side of the course. 
Training a pair of field gasses in 
that direction, red and white colors 
were bobbing up and down as the 
rider went running across the field 
toward the prick barn. As was his 
case at Monmouth a couple of years 
ago when he went down in the tim- 
ber race, someone caught his horse. 
He remounted to finish within the 
time limit but there wasn’t anyone 
on hand to take the horse. Dis:nount- 
ing, Jockey Brown started taking 
off the tack and a helping hand from 
Alex Stokes made the job easier. The 
horse was finally taken over so that 
the rider could catch a few deep 
breaths before getting a leg up in 
the brush race. 

Jockey Elwood Carter was sport- 
ing a bandage over his left eye but 
a horse wasn’t responsible. He had 
slipped the day before in a pool and 
cut quite a gash. No stitches were 
taken, the cut just being pulled to- 
gether and a large band-aid applied. 

Amory Haskell, M. F. H. Mon- 
mouth County Hunt, is baiting a 
good lure for the judges and ste- 
wards at his forthcoming race meet- 
ing. In the past the judges had the 
top of the stand all to themselves, 


with the stewards on the next level 
but, come rain or high wind, and 
there wasn’t any protection. A roof 
is being built to take care of them 
this fall and, should it be a good, 
clear day, they can go up even high- 
er, taking their positions atop the 
roof. 


SATURDAY AT ROLLING ROCK 

At one point it would have been 
hard to tell which was getting more 
attention at the Calcutta Pool, Hum- 
phrey Finney auctioning the horses 
or the thunderstorm outside. There 
could be no doubt about the trainers 
and riders as they gave their full at- 
tention to the rain and no doubt 
many owners temporarily lost in- 
terest in the auction. This slight in- 
terference didn’t make too much dif- 
ference as the committee happily re- 
ported about a $10,000 increase in 
the pool over ;last year. Maybe a 
year will come when Mr. Finney will 
stay over for the races following his 
duties as auctioneer, but this time 
he again headed for the field near 
Ligonier where a small plane helps 
this traveling person to continue his 
itinerary. 

When John Grew’s Mihale fell in 
the timber race, his rider, C. V. B. 
Cushman broke his collar bone. As 
he was booked to ride Paul Vipond’s 
*Friese in the [International Gold 
Cup, this ride was taken over by 
Jockey M. Ferral. Refusing to go to 
the hospital because he wanted to 
watch the race, Jockey Cushman ob- 
tained George T. Weymouth’s tie 
and made a sling for his arm. Fol- 
lowing Jockey Ferral’s winning ride, 
he quickly made tracks for the pad- 
dock, not waiting to be 1n the pre- 
sentation picture. As Announcer 
Raymond Haight called him back to 
the front of the judges’ stand, Joc- 
key Ferral was reluctant to go, ex- 
plaining this ride was to have been 
Jockey Cushman’s. This was a great 
piece of sportsmanship about which 
few people might learn. 

The saddling stalls claimed several 
victims Saturday but they all jogged 
out soundly before the afternoon was 
over. Prior to the timber race, 
Danny Brewster was watching Tho- 
mas Stokes’ Tolbiac getting tacked 
up when the horse decided he didn’t 
want to stand in the same position 
too long. When he finally settled 
down, he had stepped on the cuff of 
Mr. Brewster’s pants leg and had 


torn the cuff and split the pants leg. 
Trainer Morris H. Dixon agreed to 
lend a hand toward getting K. R. 
Marshall’s Columbus ready to go 
postward in The International Gold 


Cup and was busy tightening the 
girth when the grey gelding swung 
around and pit him in the stomach. 
The person holding the horse quick- 
ly advised that the horse wouldn’t 
hurt anyone—a pit late. Before this, 
Morris H. Dixon, Jr. had _ been 
standing nearby and when Colum- 
bus almost did an about face, he had 
jumped out of the way, only to en- 
counter nails in the stall, tearing his 
coat and trousers. 

Mrs. Simon T. Patterson added 
two more horses to her string when 
she purchased *Gift of Gold from 
Mrs. Michael Walsh and *McGinty 
Moore from George T. Weymouth. 
*Gift of Gold had won 3 timber 
events this year, the Carolina Cup, 
Connecticut Cup and the Western 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup while *Mc- 
Ginty Moore chalked up a victory in 
the Western Run Plate over timber. 

J. Gil Haus, managing director 
and clerk of the course, came a crop- 
per on Friday when he sprained his 
ankle. Broken several years ago, his 
ankle was really sore on Saturday 
but he limped out the day, leaving 
immediately afterwards with no 
thoughts for staying over for the 
party. 

Everyone thought that amateur 
rider Cary Jackson would be occupy- 
ing space at the hospital for quite 
a while after his fall in the timber 
race on Wednesday. Such was not 
the case and he was right on hand 
Saturday, his injuries being a cut lip 
and severe brush purns.
